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Mineral Resources’of North Carolina, Deep 
River Improvements, 

The improvement of the navigation of the Deep 
River was commenced many years ago. It origin- 
ated with a company of capitalists, who, after ex- 
pending a large amount of money, were forced to 
abandon the work, sacrificing what they had al- 
ready expended. What had already been done 
was sold at auction, the State becoming the pur- 
chaser. In April, 1859, Exuwoop Morais was ap- 
pointed chief-engineer of the work, and directed to 
make an accurate survey of its condition, and the 
cost of putting it in successful operation. This 
was immediately done—-the estimated cost, $89,000, 
promptly appropriated, and since that time every 
available resource has been employed to bring it 
Into use, 

In the improvement of the navigation, it lias 
been necessary to construct nineteen locks, with 
of course a corresponding number of: levels, for 
slack-water navigation, varying in length from one 
to twelve miles, The channel thus created varies 
in depth from eight to twenty feet, and has a 
breadth of from five hundred to one thousand feet. 
The capacity of the locks are sufficient to pass 

ts of one hundred and twenty-five tons, and the 


entire navigation is well adapted to the use of tugs 
and barges, 





In anticipation of the probable completion of 
this improvement, and the facilities it would af- 
ford for transporting minerals and mineral pro- 
ducts from the basin of the Deep River to the 
seaboard, so along ago as 1854 some gentlemen 
turned their attention to the value of the deposits 
described by Professors OLMstTEAD and Emmons, 
and since found to be correctly laid down by Capt. 
Cuares WixKes and Chief Engineers Martin and 
Hont, of the Navy. 

In 1858, on a call of the Legislature of this 
State, Mr, Witt1am Gemuext, of Glasgow, Scot- 
land, who had visited the mineral.Jands, presented 
to that body a written report of his own personal 
observations. Mr. Gemmett is widely known as 
a practical iron-worker, and had visited the iron 
deposits for the purpose of comparing them with 
deposits of a similar character, of which he had 
experience in his native country. 

After briefly describing the country, the extent 
of the coal and iron formations, the means of ac- 
cess, &c,, Mr. Gemmett adds: ‘ I found the region 
exceeded in value and importance to the repre- 
sentations made to me.” He then sums up the 
results of notes, as made during the progress of 
his examination: 


FACTS REGARDING THE UNIVERSAL DEPOSITS IN 
CHATHAM COUNTY, N. C. 


1. The coalis of a quality equal to the best

purpose it would bring in New York from $6 to $7 
a ton. 

2. It is very easy to work and free of faults. 

8, It is admirably suitable for smelting iron, be- 
ing free from sulphur. 

4, Blackband iron ore overlies and underlies the 
coal, and can be mined from the same pits and 
openings. 

5. The Blackband is in deposits eighteen inches 
and six feet thick, and of a better quality than 
any found in Scotland, containing such a large 
proportion of bitumen, and of so peculiar a char- 
acter, that from twelve to sixteen gallons of Kero- 
sene Oil can be extracted from it while it is being 
calcined, to fit it for the blast furnace. Six to six- 
teen inches is the usual thickness of the blackband 
iron ore in Scotland. 

6. Hematite iron ore, clayband, ard also mag- 
netic iron ores, are in enormous deposits within 
ten miles-of the Blackband and Coal. 

7. Pig iron can be made from the above deposits 
of a quality superior to any made in Scotland, in 
any quantity, and at a price less than in Scotland ; 
the proximity of the minerals to each other more 
than compensating for the higher wages paid for 
mining. 

8. The Deep River flows through the region, and 
its products can be conveyed to the seaboard from 
$1 to $1 10 per ton. 





9. The lands can be procured at prices not 
much higher than agricultural lands, and every 
acre of the mineral Jand is, I consider, worth ten 
acres of the “ Big Vein” coal lands im Cumberland. 
It may be called a virgin region. 

Being requested by the Committee of the Leg- 
islature to give them at length his opinions as; to 
the practicability of working the minerals he had 
described, sa profitably as to indue capitalists. to 
embark in the enterprise, and by the products of 
the mines pay a revenue to the State, in the form 
of tolls on the river improvements, Mr. GemMeLL 
addressed a second letter to the Legislature, in 
which he was at some pains to pieseht not only 
his conclusions, but to detail the facts which had 
led him to his conclusions, Omitting the argu- 
ments, [ copy the estimates he presented : 


MANUFACTURE OF PIG IRON. 

“T confine myself,’ says Mr. GemMenn, “ ex- 
clusively to the manufacture of pig iron, and from 
my knowledge of the manufacture of it in Scot- 
land, I speak with confidence of the cost of its 
production from similar materials I saw around me 
in my tour of inspection. 

It will take 4 tons of blackband ore (raw) to 
make 1 ton of pig, at a cost of say 60 cents

Furnaces erected on Scotch principle are cap- 
able of each making 200 tons per week; this is 
the usual make of Scotch furnaces with the latest 
improvements to make iron from blackband ore, 
and it far exceeds in quantity the produce of any 
furnaces on this Continent, and also the produce 
of furnaces in other parts of Europe, where they 
are not blessed with the blackband. ; 

The consequence is that Scotch pig iron eosts 
less than any produced in the world.» But in 
Chatham County, the proximity of the coal to the 
ore is more favorable than in Scotland ; and there 
a lordship is paid for the coal, of 6d.'to'ls. per 
ton., (12 to 24 cents,) and for the blackband a 
lordship varying from 2s. 6d. to 7s, 6d.: sterling 
per calcined ton. These two facts far more than 
counterbalance the extra price that will be paid 
for white labor, and therefore pig iron ‘can be 
made cheaper in Chatham County than im Scot- 
land. 

To manufacture pig into railroad, or merehant 
bars, costs with us, (in Scotland,) including profit

to manufacturer, about, in round numbers, double 
the price of the pig—that is to say, if a manufac- 
turer pays 60s. per ton for his pig, he can afford 
to sell his bars, with a handsome profit, at £6 per 
ton, provided he does not pay more than 4s. to 4s. 
6d. per ton for his coal. In Chatham County the 
coals can be mined for sixty cents per toa, and 
bars can therefore, in my opinion, be made much 
cheaper there than in Scotland, 

For reasons I stated to you verbally, I would 
not choose to-identify myself with avy other 
branch of iron manufacture than pig, although all 
the other branches which will grow out of the 
supply of pig iron—such as bars, plates, rods, lo- 
comotives, &c.—will hold out most tempting in- 
ducements to people from Pennsylvania, &c., to 
locate themselves with their capital where they 
will find such cheap and good iron and coal. Then 
the command of cheap pig will attract founders to 
the region for manufacture of pipe and other cast- 
ings. In Glasgow a founder does a good business 
if he pays 60s. for his pig, and gets 85s. for his 
large pipes, Brooklyn is using, just now, 80,000 
tons of water pipes, for which the corporation pays 
about $41 per ton. These could have been made 
in North Carolina at $8 per ton for the iron, and 
$6 to $7 per ton for casting—say $15 per ton.” 

These, it will be recollected, are estimates made 
from close observation sometime ago. Since they 
were presented to the Legislature, extensive works 
have been erected, and the business of manufac- 


turing iron and oil, and mining coal for market, is 


being extensively prosecuted by several companies, 
prominent among which, for the extent of its oper- 


ations and the capital invested, is ‘‘ The Cape 


Fear and Deep River Coal and Iron Company.” 
I made a czreful examination of all the works, 


and shall at an early day forward you the results 
which I obtained. They will be curious as show- 
ing the enterprise which has penetrated the inter- 
ior of our State, and which is beginning to be felt 
They will 
be more curious in another respect—that they 
show Mr, Gemmeuu’s estimates to have been far 
below the actual facts—the cost of producing and 
the extent of the products being so much below 
and so much above his figures as to tempt the be- 
lief that be was an inexperienced tyro instead of 
the careful, practical and scientific mechanic he is 
known to be.—Raleigh, N. C., Cor. of the N. Y.

Baltimore and Ohio Railroad Extra Divi- 


dend Question. 
Opinion or Hon. JupeE Gizes. 


William B: Pearce and Charles Sinnickson vs. 
The Baltimore and Ohio Railroad Company.— 
In the Circuit Court of the United States (Oct. 11) 
for the District of Maryland, in Equity.—Bill for 
an injunction to restrain the Company from pay- 
ing the extra dividend declared December 17tb, 


1856. 


The bill states that the complainants, one of 
whom is a citizen af New York and the other of 
Pennsylvania, are the holders and owners of twen- 
ty-two shares of the capital stock of the Baltimore 


and Ohio Railroad Company. 


The defendant was incorporated by the act of 
the General Assembly of Maryland, passed at De- 
cember session, 1826, ch. 123, and that by the 19th 
section of said act of incorporation, the President 
and Directors of said company were authorized 
avnually or semi-annually to declare and make 
such dividends as they might deem proper of the 
net earnings arising from the resources of the said 
company, after deducting the necessary current 


and probable contingent expenses. 


That defendent was incorporated to make a 
railroad from the city of Baltimore to the Ohio 
river; that said company constructed a road, for 
the most part by a single track to the said river, 


to which place it was opened in April, 1853, 


That the capital originally authorized by the 
act of incorporation, and that authorized and pro- 
vided by its supplements, proved wholly insufficient 
for the construction, &c., of said road; and that 
the said company did from time to time, prior to 
the 17th of December, 1856, lawfully use and ap- 
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ply the receipts and revenues of said road as it 

progressed, to the further construction thereof, 

aud keeping the same in repair, and that in ad- 

dition, the company was compelled to borrow large 

sums of money, amounting in the whole to more 

than ten millions of dollars, which they expended 

in the construction and equipment of said road, 

and in keeping the same in repair, and for the 

payment of which the revenues, receipts, property 

and credits of said company stand pledged. The 

bill further charges that, notwithstanding all this, 

the President and Directors of said company, pre- 

tending that there were at the time large sums due 

by the said company to their stockholders as net 

earnings accruing through many years, and not 

already divided, but used for the corporate pur- 

poses of said company, did, on the 17th December, 

1856, at a meeting of said President and Directors, 

adopt the following resolutions, to wit : 

‘“* Resolved, That an extra dividend of thirty per 

cent. be declared on the stock of the company, to 

be paid on or after the 12th day of January next, 

to all stockholders owning stock on the 22 day of 
December, 1856, in certificates of indebtedness, 

bearing an interest from the lst day of June, 1857, 

of six per cent. per annum, payable half-yearly, 
on the lst days of December and June in each 
year, until the lst day of June, 1862, inclusive, 
after which the said certificates of indebtedness 
shall be converted into the stock of the company 
at par,” 

Tho bill further charges that there was not, at 
that time, any such amount of net revenue proper- 
ly divisible among the stockholders, but that said 
pretended amount was made up, by omitting to 
charge against the revenue large sums of money 
laid out and expended in the reconstruction and 
repair of said road, and absorbed in commissions 
and expenses incurred in the sale of the company’s 
bonds, and also by embracing in said amount of 
pretended profits charges for the transportation of 
iron and other materials used by the said com- 
pany over their own road, and also by estimating 
amongst its assets various sums of money let by 
said company to corporations and individuals 
wholly unable to pay the same, 

The bill further charges that, in fact, there was 
no agreement between the said company and its 
stockholders injrelation to the net earnings, so used 
from time to time by said company, which justified 
or rendered valid the declaration of said dividend 
of 30 per cent, 

The bill further charges that said resolution of 
the 17th December, 1856, was not passed by the 
said Board of Directors in conformity to the char- 
ter of said company ; but that the twelve stock- 
holder directors held a private meeting before the 
passage of said resolution, and agreed that upon 
the question of said extra dividend they should 
vote as the majority of said twelve directors should 
decide, and that any one not consenting to this 
should resigr.—and that by this measure, the said 
resolution of the 17th December, 1856. was pass- 
ed; and it could not have been passed if each di- 
rector had been left to vote on it according to the 
dictates of his own judgment. The bill then refers 
to the various bills heretofore filed against the 
said company in the Circuit Court for the city of 
Baltimore and one in this Court, in reference to 
said extra dividend, in which it charges that the 
company filed answers denying the validity of 
said dividend, and insisting that the same was 
made under a mistake and without warrant of law. 
And that notwithstanding said admissions and de- 
fenses so set up and relied upon, the said Board of 
Directors of said company did, in the month of 
December, 1859, pass certain resolutions instruct- 
ing the counsel of said compauy to maintain the 
validity and legality of said dividend. The bill 
further states that the complainants purchased 
their stock during the pendency of the litigation 
in reference to said extra dividend; and the com- 
plainants claim to have the right to rely upon the 
answers of the said company, denying the legality 
of said dividend. And the bill concludes with a 
prayer for an injunction and for an account and 
discovery as to the receipts and expenditures of 
said company, prior to the 17th December, 1856,

‘The defendant, in the answer filed, admits that 
the complainants are stockholders for certain 
shares of stock purchased by them in December, 
1859. It states that the capital stock proving ip. 
sufficient for building the road, they contracted 
loans from time to time, amounting in all to be. 
tween ten and eleven millions of dollars—which 
were exclusively used for the purposes of con. 
struction—and that said company has not yet 
failed to pay the interest and principal of said loans, 
according to the terms of the same, whenever either 
became due. 

But that further sums became necessary for 
construction, the said company, instead of effect. 
ing additional loans by mortgages upon the pro- 
perty of the corporation, took from time to time 
the net earnings of the said road; that is, the 
amount left after deducting from the gross reve. 
nue all expenses properly chargeable thereto. 

That the amount of the funds thus diverted from 
the stockholders was at all times known, inasmuch 
as the account of net earnings had always been 
kept separate and distinct on the books of the 
eompany, and had at no time been confounded with 
the capital. 

That at the time said net earnings were used, it 
was always the intention of the company, as made 
known by its acts and the public declarations in 
official documents of its officers and Board of Di. 
rectors, to return said net earnings to the stock- 
holders at some future time, 

The answer futher states that the company have 
at different times returned to the stockholders a 
portion of the net earnings so used in the construc- 
tion of their said road, some in the shape of stock 
and scrip, and some partly in cash and partly in 
scrip. And that course was acquiesced in by the 
stockholders, and the dividends so declared re- 
ceived by them without objection, except in one 
case, in which the State of Maryiand as a stock- 
holder refused to receive the dividend so declared 
in 1846, and insisted that the company was bound 
to pay the State its whole dividend in cash. Suit 
was brought by the State against the company for 
the dividend as a cash dividend, and the Court of 
Appeals, to which tribunal the case was ultimately 
carried, decided first—that the company had the 
right to apply the net earnings to the construction 
of their road; and second, having so appropriated 
them, intending at the time to return them to the 
stockholders, there was nothing in the charter 
which would prohibit the company from refunding 
the amouat thus used by them to the stockhold- 
ers. 

The answer further states that in 1852, after the 
opening of the road to Wheeling, in the annual re: 
port of the President and Directors reference is 
made to the obligation of the company to returl 
these net earnings to the stockholders, as soon as 
the condition of the company would justify such 
action, and that in October, 1856, at a general 
meeting of the stockholders, it was resolved, with- 
out a division, that the President and Directors of 
said company be requested to make provision for 
refunding to the stockholders, in such form as 
they may deem judicious, the said net earnings of 
the company used and expended on objects of 
capital. 4 

That on this suggestion, the President and Di- 
rectors proceeded to ascertain what amount of net 
earnings had been used for the purposes of col 
struction , and, in the fair and honest exercise of 
the powers vested in them by their charter, p 
the extra dividend resolution of the 17th of De 
cember, 1856, That, at the time said extra divi- 
dend was declared, the books of the compavy 
showed its revenues from all sources from the 22d 
May, 1830, to 80th September, 1856,

tion, That from this sum the company deducted 
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the sum of $1,008,012, being the amount of debts 
and subscriptions to stock considered as tempo- 
rarily unavailable—leaving the sum of $4,127,033 
—of which amount the extra dividend distributed 
to the stockholders the sum of $3,000,000—being 
thirty per cent. on the capital of the company. 
That at the time said extra dividend was declared, 
there was more than the amount thereof, not re- 
turned in any shape to the stockholders, of net 
earnings used in the construction of the road, and 
that it had always been the intention of the com- 
pany, when it could do so properly, to return the 
same to the stockholders; and the answer denies 
the allegations of the bill in reference to the man- 
ner of stating the account by which the net earn- 
ings were ascertained ; and, also, that it was made 
up by charges for the transportation of materials 
over the road for the use of this company. 

The answer further states that as far back as 
1836 the company avowed its intention to return 
the net profits used in the construction of the road 
to the stockholders at some future day; and that 
this intention was shown by the various dividends 
made since, as well as by the repeated declarations 
of the President and Directors in their annual re- 
ports to the stockholders, The answer further sets 
forth that the said extra dividend was declared by 
amajority of the whole Board of Directors, and was 
legally declared ; and denies wholly the statement 
of the bill in reference to any agreement between 
the stockholders, controlling their vote on the 
question of the extra dividend, The answer then 
states the pendency before the Circuit Court of 
Baltimore city of the cases of the Mayor and City 
Council of Baltimore and the State of Maryland 
against this company, in which the question of the 
legality of this extra dividend is directly involved 
and as the cases were instituted before the filing 
of the bill in this case, the company pleads the 
same as a bar to any further proceeding of this 
court in the premises. 

It then accounts for the inconsistencies in the 
several answers filed by the company in the State 
Courts, by the fact that at one time those in the 
direction of said company opposed to the extra 
dividend obtained a majority of said board to unite 
with theni, and so instructed the counsel of the 
company to file the answers which are now relied 
upon by the said complainants. 

And with the answer are filed four exhibits, 
giving the facts, of which a discovery was prayed 
in the bill, showing the items from which the net 
earnings are ascertained, the votes and proceedings 
of the board in reference thereto; the loss in the 
sales of bonds and charges of transportation, &c. 
Now, it is on this bill, answer and exhibits that 
this motion for an injunction is heard. * * 

What facts are-then settied for all the purposes 
of this motion? That this’ company, through a 
series of years, from 1830 to October, 1856, used 
their net revenue for the purposes of the further 
construction and stocking of their road, and did 
80 with the intention to return the same to the 
stockholders when, in the opinion of the President 
and Directors, the finances of the company would 
warrant such a step; and that in exhibit A we 
have the balance-sheet from which we are to as- 
certain the true amount of net revenue; and in 
the answer and in exhibit B, the evidence of the 
company’s intention to return to the stockholders 
the net revenue so used. Now, I admit that if the 
answer and exhibit filed with it are contradictory, 
we must take the facts to be as the exhibits pre- 
sent them. For the allegations of the answer are 
general and the exhibits specific and in detail. 
Then, looking at exhibit A, we find a tabular 
statement of the whole revenue of this company 
for twenty-seven years, ending 1st of October, 
1856, making it for that period $28,961,118; we 
have also a statement of all the expenses, repairs, 
interest and dividends during said period, amount- 
ing to $23,856,073, which deducted from the gross 
receipts, leaves a balance of $5,105,045 as net pro- 
fits. Now from this balance : 

The Company, before making the extra dividend, 
deducted the three items to be found on page 56 
of exhibit B, as it considered them at that time 
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Railroad,” $400,000; loan to Northwestern Vir- 
ginia Railroad Company, $573,012, and subscrip- 

tion to the Pittsburg and Connellsville Railroad 

Company, $35,000—making in all the sum of 
$1,008,012; which sum, deducted from the afore- 

said balance of net profits, leaves the reduced 

amount of $4,097,033 for a dividend among the 

stockholders. But the solicitors for the com- 

plainants contend that further deductions should 

be made from this balance of the following items, 

to wit: Interest due from Central Ohio Railroad

The first item had never been charged in the 

gross receipts of the said Company, as shown by 

exhibit A, and, therefore, formed no part of the 

balance of net profits stated above. The sum ad- 

vanced to said company was $400,000. And this 

sum, and this alone, was the proper deduction to 

be made for that item. The next item is the 
sinking fund. I am of the opinion that this sum 
should be deducted, as it is taken from the annual 

income to provide a fund for the payment of the 
bonds of the Company when they shall arrive at 
maturity. 

The next item, amounting to the sum of $834,- 
123 04 being the loss on tho sale of the bonds 
which were sold to raise funds for the making of 
the road, I should think, ought to be charged to 
construction and not to annual expenses. And 
the face of the bonds should therefore represent 
the cost of the work. In the case of the People 
vs. Michigan Southern and Northern Indiana 
Railroad, 4 Michigan Reps. 398, this point came 
before the court. The company was bound by 
its charter to pay a tax to the State on its capital 
stock paid in, and also on all loans made to the 
said Company for the purpose of constructing 
their road, &c. The Company objected to the 
tax on several items, one of which was the sum of 
$183,459 84 discount on loss on the sale of the 
bonds issued by the Company for loans made for 
construction. But the court held that the amount 
of the bonds showed the amount of the loan, and 
that the loss of discount on the sale of them 
ought not to be deducted. 

The last item of $87,243 ought not, in my opin- 
ion, to be deducted, as it formed no part of the 
gross receipts in tabular statement A. It is just 
as proper a charge to construction as the cost of 
the iron and other materials for whose carriage it 
is charged. But suppose I am wrong in refer- 
ence to the third item, and that that item shonld 
also be deducted, how will the account stand ? 
The net balance, as I have shown, was $4,097,033, 
from which deduct the sinking fund and the loss 
on the sale of bonds, and you would still have a 
balance of $2,773,910 for the dividend, within a 
little over $200,000 of the amount divided. And 
yet with this small difference, and that doubtful, 
I am called upon to suspend the payment of the 
large sum of $2,773,910. What equity would 
there be in such a proceeding, when the Presi- 
dent and directors are not undertaking to waste 
the funds and withdraw them from the stock- 
holders, but to divide what they believe to be net 
profit among them? With the policy or impolicy 
of this extra dividend I have nothing to do. 
Whether the stockholders prefer that each share 
of their stock shall be the ten thousandth part of 
the capital, or the thirteenth thousandth part, is 
a matter for them to settle among themselves, 
And they must be taken to have settled that, in 
the resolution of December, 1856, which has never 
yet been rescinded, but which they could have 
rescinded at any time by the election of a board 
favorable to that course. Nor can the stockhold- 
ers be prejudiced by the various and contradictory 
answers which the President and Directors have 
filed in the different causes mentioned in the bill 
and answer in this case. From the passage of 
the extra dividend resolution, if legal, each stock- 
holder had a vested interest in the dividend de- 
clared to his share or shares, which could not be 
impaired or prejudiced by any conduct of the 


repeal of the resolution itself if that power re- 
mained withthem. * * * * * * * * # 
These cases are therefore conclusive, as I have 
before shown, that the interests of the stockhold- 
ers are directly involved in the case, and with re- 
gard tosome of them, they could not be made 
parties without defeating the jurisdiction of the 
court. But these complainants, if they have an 
equity, are not left without remedy.—They can 
bring their case before the courts of the State, 
where all interested in the decision of the cause 
can be made parties, and where all can be heard 
and full justice done to all. I will, therefore, 
sign a decree dismissing this bill without preju- 
dice, but with costs to the defendants, 





Iron Trade of Pennsylvania and the United 
States. 

The present condition of the American iron 
trade is far from being a fair representation of 
the natural strength of that part of,it which prop- 
erly belongs to the trade of Philadelphia. At the 
height of the financial difficulties of 1857, nearly 
all the iron works were compelled to suspend 
operations, temporarily or permanently, and 
though they were very soon resumed in many 
cases, the majority continued silent through 
most of the year 1858. Many which were so long 
stopped are now resuming operations, however, 
and it is believed that the production of the 
anthracite districts of the Lehigh and Schuylkill 
will soon be as large as at any former time. 

The following tables are from the report of the 
Secretary of the American Iron Association. 
The summary shows the distribution of the iron 
business of the country, in all its departments, 
and though thé latest full tables prepared are for 
1856, the proportion of the total production fall- 
ing to Pennsylvania, is increased rather than 
diminished in 1857 and 1858. In both these 
years the furnaces of the* Susquehanna, Schuyl- 
kill, and Lehigh anthracite regions sustain their 
production much better than any others in the 
United States, and the chief rolling mills of the 
State are also far better sustained than any else- 
where. The aggregates for 1856, ia the produc- 
tion of anthracite and charcoal pig iron, and of 
the rolling mill product, very forcibly exhibit the 
leading place Philadelphia and the State have 
in the entire business :—

Pennsylvania has thus 90,000 tons of pig -iron 
more than all other parts of the Union together, 
and its anthracite iron falls but 50,000 tons short 
of the production of all the other States. This 
anthracite production is all so near Philadelphia 
as to belong in a peculiar degree to its trade, 

For the purpose of adding to these the most 
recent results in regard to the production of the 
leading districts, there has been obtained from 
the proprieters of several of the leading anthra- 
cite furnace works their production for 1857 and 
1858, and the like facts from several of the lead- 
ing rolling mills. In the Lehigh district most of 
the furnaces have continued in full blast through 
the whole period of disaster to the trade generally, 
the demand of their iron, which is of superior 
quality, and has almost entirely displaced the 
Scotch pig for the use of founders, being such as 
to keep them steadily employed. The Schuylkill 
district is next to the Lehigh in the character of 
its iron and the quantity produced, but the far- 
naces are fewer in number and the works smaller, 
Many of these have remained suspended through 
most of the year, 1858, but all are now resumed 
or preparing to resume. Ascending the Schuyl- 
kill, we find more than half the number of anthra- 
cite farnaces out of blast during {1858. One of 
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the ‘‘ Wm. Penn” furnaces was out; the “‘ Spring 
Mill” furnace was eut half the year ; the “ Me- 
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both out, one of these having resumed in Febru- 
ary last, and the other soon to resume ; the “‘ Nor- 
ristown” furnace wholly out, as also the ‘‘ Mont- 
gomery,” at Port Kennedy; two of the four 
“ Phoenix” furnaces; one of the “Henry Clay” 
works at Reading, and that of Seyfert, McManus 
& Co., at Reading, with perhaps three or four 
more of those beyond Reading. The production 
of fifteen of the twenty-two in the Schuylkill dis- 
trict, in 1857, as reported to the Iron Association, 
was 48,310 tons, the whole not exceeding 60,000 
tens, In 1858 the number out of blast must nec- 
essarily have reduced the total to 40,000 or 
45,000 tons.” 

The anthracite furnaces of the Susquehanna 
have been fully as much reduced in production, 
through 1858 if not more. In 1857 those on the 
main Susquehanna and on the North and West 
Branches, together, produced, for 25 furnaces 
heard from out of 46 in existence, 75,759 tons 
against 79,188 in 1856. A large share of those 
not reporting were not in operation, and the total 
did not reach 100,000 tons. In 1858 the produc- 
tion did not probably exceed 55,000 tons. The 
Bloomsburg furnaces, however, produced the 
same quantity as in 1856, but less than in 1857. 

The Lehigh district sustained its production 
much better. Of the twenty furnaces in blast in 
1857, but two or three were suspended in 1858, 
Several of the furnaces were out of blast fora 
part of the year, but the Crane Iron Company, 
the Allentown, the Thomas or Hockendaqua, the 
Glendon, Cooper, and other works, were quite 
generally kept in full operation. The production 
of four of the leading establishments of this dis- 
trict have been communicated by the proprietors, 
and these exhibit a decline of but about 5,600 
tons from 1857, and about 7,000 tons from 1856, 

Extending the table subsequently given from 
the Secretary of the Iron Association, to em- 
brace 1858, we have the following comparison :—

The proportions, of course, are not full in case 
of the furnaces not making returns for the last 
two years, since the majority were out of blast 
and making no iron, at least during the larger 
share of 1858. 

Tne productiveness of the Anthracite [ron 
Works of Pennsylvania is illustrated by the fol- 
lowing statement of the actual operations of the 
Lehigh Crane Iron Company’s Works for the past 
three years, the leading establishment of the 
country, and probably the most productive in the 
world. The statement is obligingly furnished 
from the office of the company, and its separate 
publication is permitted at the request of the 
Philadelphia Board of Trade. The whole num- 
ber of furnaces at these works is five, and the full 
capacity of works 46,000 tons of pig iron per an- 
num :—

Far the larger share of the rolled iron, both 
bar and railroad, which is manufactured in the 
United States, is made in Pennsylvania, and most 
of this share within reach of the business of Phil- 
adelphia.

The Trenton Mill, New Jersey, rolling about 
13,000 tons in 1856, really belongs to the account 
of Pennsylvania rolled, in a great degree. 

The production of rolled iron in Pensylvania 
has of course fallen off during 1857 and 1858, as 
in the case of. pig iron, but the natural strength 
of the establishments is strikingly shown by the 
degree to which the manufacture has been sus- 
tained under the heavy disadvantage now exist- 
ing. The following is the aggregate of two estab- 
lishments for 1857 and 1858, in comparison with 
the product 1856—the Phoenix Iron Company’s 
Works, on the Schuylkill, and the Cambria Iron 
Works, at Johnstown, Pa., both of which are 
owned and controlled in Philadelphia :

The production of the Lackawanna, Montour, 
and Safe Harbor Mills, is not known. Several 
other mills in Pennsylvania have been altogether 
silent during most of the year 1858, aud the aggre- 
gate produced in the State is probably not more 
than two-thirds the product of 1856, and it may 
not exceed half that product. Considering the 
great natural extension of demand, and the in- 
creased capacity of the works, this is a striking 
proof of the severe pressure existing on this, as 
on every other branch of the iron-producing 
interest, The report of the Iron Association on 
this branch of the iron trade is extremely valua- 
ble, and quite full on all other points relating to 
the production of railroad iron. 

There are several rolling mills for plate, boiler, 
and bar iron located within the city limits, and 
others in the vicinity are controlled by Philadel- 
phia business houses. In every branch of manufac- 
ture, except perhaps nail making, the iron 
worked there is in proportion to the production 
of pigiron. The mills rolling steel, plate, and 
bar iron have been generally more active during 
the past year than the rail mills, and they 
are now as fully employed as at any time in 1857, 
previoms to the financial difficulties. The de- 
ficiency in production during the year of least 
activity, leaves the market bare of many descrip- 
tions of small iron, and the present activity is in 
part induced by this unusual demand. The mills 
of the city, and those of the vicinity represented 
there, are particularly distinguished for steel roll- 
ing, in part from English bar iron, and for the 
finer grades of sheet and plate iron, The sheet 
iron closely approaches the Russian in quality, 
and it is largely used for all the purposes to which 
thatis applied. 

Several of the miils are adapted both to rolling 
and forging, and others are constructed for forging 
alone, The Pencoyd Works execute forging more 
largely than rolling; the Fairhill Forge, and Nor- 
ris’ Locomotive Works are the principal forging 
works in the city itself. The Reading Steam 
Forge conducts heavy shaft forging exclusively. 
There are several other works at which more or 
less of this heavy axle and shaft forging is done, 
all of which is quite distinct from the bloomery 
forging of the primary class of iron works named 
in the report of the Iron Association. 

In other parts of Eastern Pennsylvania, as we 
are informed by the Iron Associatfon, there are, 
including the rail mills, no less than thirty-eight 
additional rolling mills, which roll railroad iron 
exclusively. 

Of other rolling mills, there are seven at and 
neat Coatesville, Chester County, four at and near 
Reading, one at Pottsville, two in Lancaster 
County, three at and near Harrisburg, one at 
Weissport, two at Williamsport, five near Belle- 
fonte, etc, :

The aggregate value of this production is very 
nearly $5,000,000, 

The entire quantity of railroad iron made in 
Eastern Pennsylvania, exclusive of the Cambria 
and the Juniata works, in 1866, is stated by Mr, 
Lesley at about 65,000 tons. Probably the de- 
pression of 1858 reduced the production to a point 
not far from 50,000 tons, or to about three-fourths 
the business of 1856. ‘This branch of the rolling 
mill operations is thus placed at about half the 
value of the small iron rolling interest of this 
part of the State at these sums, which, together, 
give an aggregate of $7,500,000, as the value of 
all the forms of rolled iron furnished to the uses 
the country by the business circle belonging to 
Philadelphia, To include the Cambria Works 
would add largely to the aggregate of railroad 
iron. 





James River and Kanawha Canal. 

Referring to the proposed sale of the canal to 
the French Company, the President in his late re- 
port says: 

“ Upon this subject, the Board have but little 
additional information to communicate. Advices 
are daily expected from France, Since your 
called meeting in August the French Consul has 
received another dispatch from the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs of his government, recommending 
the scheme of Messrs. Bellot des Minieres, Broth- 
ers & Company to his care, and requesting him to 
lend to them all the moral support which may 
seem to him to comport with their design, In 
Virginia, the indications of public sentiment are at 
once decided, and singularly unanimous in support 
of the scheme. The prospect of the immediate 
completion of the canal, through the agency of the 
proposed Virginia Canal Company, appears to be 
every where received with satisfaction, A brilliant 
future for Virginia is generally anticipated from 
the development of the mineral agricultural, man- 
ufacturing and commercial resources which the 
completion of the canal would bring about; and 
this, too, not only without adding to the burdens 
of the State, but with immediate actual relief to 
the public finances, and, all the material advan- 
tages which would result from the expenditure of 
so large an amount of foreign capital as would be 
required, to say nothing of the demand for labor, 
provisions. and supplies necessarily incident to such 
an undertaking. The subject, indeed, seems to 
have expanded to national interest, since many of 
the most intelligent and influential journals of the 
country have noticed it with expressions of plea- 
sure, if friendly to the end proposed, or of detrac- 
tion, if influenced by a spirit of rivalry, —lIn short, 
no one doubts that the speedy completion of the 
James River and Kanawha Canal, upon an ef 
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larged and improved plan, is of immeasurable im- 
portance to the power and prosperity, not of 
Virginia only, but of the whole South,”

The Controller states that the good assets of the 
State amount to $807,025. In those assets he does 
not include the Western & Atlantic Railroad, 
which belongs to the State, and which paid ‘into 
the Treasury as net earnings in 1859, $420,000, 
and in 1860, $450,000. 

The receipts into the Treasury for the past year, 
from taxes, net earnings of State road, bank divi- 
dends, and all sources, amount to $1,453,980 78. 
The expenditures for all purposes were $1,179,- 
110 24, leaving a balance of $274,820 54.

The Controllers report contains a list of the 
names of the agents, and names of Insurance Com- 
panies in Europe and America, which pay taxes 
in this State. The total tax paid by them is 
$1,578 68. 

The report also gives a synopsis of the several 
Bank charters; when the banks were chartered ; 
the time the charters expire; the capital stock ; 
the amount of business authorized to be done in 
proportion to the capital stock paid in; the per- 
sonal liability clause, &c. Also, alist of the banks 
which withdrew from business with credit; Banks 
chartered that have never gone into operation ; 
Banks that went into operation, but failed, or that 
suspended specie payments and business alto- 
gether. 

Altogether, the report of the Controller-General 
of Georgia is a valuable and interesting document 
to financial circles, 





Journal of Commercial Law. 
CORPORATIONS: RIGHTS OF STOCKHOLDERS; D*- 
RECTORS NOT AUTHORIZED TO SELL ASSETS. 


In 1850 Charles Goodyear, who had then recently 
invented his process of vulcanizing India rubber, 
applied to Gorham D. Abbott, principal of the 
Spingler Institute in the city of New York, and 
solicited him to take an interest in the develop- 
ment of the new invention in its application to 
educational apparatus. Some negotiations took 
place, the result of which was that Mr, Goodyear 
gave Mr. Abbott certain powers over the use and 
application of the invention to the manufacture 
of maps, charts, globes, black boards, slates, etc. 
These rights and powers thus vested in him by 
Goodyear, he subsequently transferred to the 
Beacon Dam Company, a corporation existing 
under the laws of the State of Connecticut, to 
which corporation he had contributed a large por- 
tion of the funds required in the company’s estab- 
lishment, and the erection of its buildings, pur- 
chase of tools, machinery, etc. The corporation 
was originally organized in May, 1852, with a 
capital of $25,000, composed of 1,000 shares of 
$25 each, and was called the Beacon Dam Com- 
pany, and would appear to have been organized 
for the object and purpose of building and main- 
taining a water power, on the Naugatuck River, 
in Connecticut, and for carrying on a manufactur- 
ing business generally, The name was subse- 
quently changed to ‘American Hard Rubber Com- 
pany,” and in January, 1853, the capital stock 
was increased from 1,000 shares to 4,000 shares of 
$25 each, the plaintiff subscribing for and taking 
the 3,000 additional shares, retaining 1,000 of 
them, and distributing the other 2,000 among dif- 
ferent parties. The increase of capital took place 
solely with reference to the business of manufac- 
turing India rubber goods under Goodyear’s 
patent; and all the stockholders agreed from that 
time to enter upon and prosecute exclusively the 
business of manufacturing articles of the patented 
compounds of India rubber, and from that time 
the manufacture and sale of such articles would 
appear to have been the only business of the com- 
pany. In the course of time the directors, deem- 
ing it their advantage, negotiated a sale of the 
company’s franchises and property, which sale 
and transfer being against the wishes of Mr, Ab- 
bott, he, as a stockholder, brought a suit in the 
New York Supreme Court to restrain the defend- 
ants from carrying into effect. This suit has just 
been decided, and we give the substance of the 
opinion of the court upon the question am to the 
power of directors to sell out their property and 
franchises, he 





SurueRuanp, J.—I think the sale and transfer, © 
by the four directors, of the entire property of 
the company, except its real estate, with its ma- 
chinery and fixtures was void as to the plaintiff’ 
and such other stockholders as did not consent to 
or authorize a sale. I do not think that it appears 
that a majority of the stockholders did in fact 
authorize the sale, but had the sale been author- 
ized by a majority of the stockholders, or by 
stockholders representing a majority of the stock, 
I think it would have been void as to the plaintiff 
and other stockholders not consenting to or au- 
thorizing it. 

In looking at this question as to the power and 
authority of the Directors to make the sale and 
transfer, with or without the authority of a ma- 
jority of the stockholders, so as to be valid as to 
and bind the stockholders who did not consent, in 
this case, and as between these parties, the com- 
pany should be considered as chartered and or- 
ganized for the sole purpose and object of manu- 
facturing goods or articles of India rubber, or of 
its patented compounds under the Goodyear 
patents. 

This being so, I think the sale in question was 
void as to the plaintiff and other stockholders not 
consenting, because its effect was, and must ne- 
cessarily have been to discontinue all business of 
the corporation, in effect to dissolve it, and I must 
presume on the conceded facts of this case, that 
the parties to the sale knew or anticipated that 
such would be the effect and consequences of the 
sale. 

The Directors sell in one lump not only all the 
stock of the corporation, manufactured and un- 
manufactured, but all rights of the corporation 
under the patents to manufacture any more, and 
all its property of every description, except the 
water power and real estate, with its machinery 
and fixtures, in Connecticut, which they at the 
same time lease to Poppenheusen & Konig, for 
one year, thus, by this sale, discontinuing or de- 
stroying all business of the corporation for a term, 
at least; and by the sale of the patent rights, or 
of the corporation’s right to manufacture under 
the patent rights, forever putting it out of its 
power, without re-purchasing the right to do so, 
to further prosecute the only object and purpose 
and business for which it had been organized, 
and which it had prosecuted, and thus leaving the 
corporation a mere skeleton, with a name, and 
perhaps a legal technical existence by the Statute 
book, but without real life, or business or useful- 
ness, 

I do not think the Directors, even with the con- 
sent of a majority of the stockholders, had a right, 
as against stockholders not consenting, thus in | 
effect to discontinue its existence, and defeat the 
object of its organization. 

I must assume that these Directors were chosen 
to manage the business of the corporation, not to 
destroy and end it. 

If the corporation was insolvent, it is presumed 
the laws of Connecticut had provided a mode of 
having it dissolved; if it had good cause to sur- 
render up its franchises to the Government, it is 
presumed the laws of the same State had also 
provided for that. But I cannot presume that the 
Directors, or a majority of the stockholders of the 
corporation, by any law of Connecticut or other- 
wise, had a right thus, by voluntary sale, to dis-

, Without consulting the Government or 


its creditors, and without the consent of a minority 
of its stockholders, 

To hold that the Directors could thus discon- 
tinue, wind up and defeat the purpose, object and 
business for which the corporation was organized, 
even with the consent of a majority of the stock- 
holders, so as to bind the minority not consenting, 
would, in effect, be depriving the minority, and 
every.one of the minority, of their property with- 
out their consent. 

No doubt that the principle that a majority 
must govern or control (in the absence of any 
special provision in the charter or constitutional 
articles,) applies to corporations, and that the 
minority are bound by acts of the majority, 
when those acts are within and according to the 
charter or constitutional articles of the corporation, 
and not inconsistent with the object and purpose 
with which it was organized. Such acts a stock- 
holder consents to by becoming a member of the 
corporation, because he is presumed to know the 
law, and the rights of the majority by the law 
but this democratic or representative principle 
does not apply to an act or acts of the majority, 
inconsistent with the continued existence of the 
corporation and the very object and purpose for 
which it was organized; nor does a stockholder 
consent to such acts by becoming a member, be- 
cause the law does not justify them; and he can- 
not be presumed to have anticipated a thought 
that such acts would ever be perpetrated or at- 
tempted by the majority. 

The sale and transfer in question was not and 
did not purport to be a sale of the property of the 
corporation for the benefit of its creditors, If the 
property was sold for its full value, the creditors 
would have a right to complain, for it was not a 
sale for money, but for promissory notes payable 
at a future day; and although the notes may be 
good, and the makers abundantly responsible, yet 
the corporation, or its directors, had no right to 
compel the creditors to wait until the notes were 
paid. 

In passing the resolution, relied upon by the 
defendants as an authority by a majority of the 
stockholders to make the sale and transfer, it 
would appear that a majority of the shares voted 
on, were voted on by proxy. I must presume, in 
the absence of anything to show the contrary, 
that these proxies were ordinary proxies, given 
with reference to the transaction of the ordinary 
and legitimate business of the corporation, and 
that they did not and could not authorize votes 
for so extraordinary a sale and transfer as the one 
in question. Hence the resolution cannot be said 
to have been in fact passed by a majority of the 
stockholders, and its passage can hardly be claim- 
ed as an authority by the majority. 

A similar remark may be made as to the Con- 
necticut statutes referred to by the counsel for the 
defendants authorizing a majority of the stock- 
holders to transact business and not less than three 
directors to manage the affairs and business of cor- 
porations; these statutes must be presumed to 
have been intended to apply to the ordinary and 
legitimate business of corporations, and not to so 
extraordinary a proceeding as the sale and transfer 
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fide purchasers for value Without notice, for they 
did not give money or value, but their notes or 
promises to pay, and I must assume from the con- 
ceded facts of this case that they knew the pur- 
pose and object for which this corporation was or- 
ganized, and the only business which it had prose- 
cuted, and as they must also be presumed to know 
the law, I must also presume that they knew that 
directors, with or without the consent of the 
stockho!ders, had no right or authority to make 
the sale and transfer in question to them. 

The sale being void, as to the plaintiff and 
other stockholders not consenting, it follows, I 
think, that the temporary injunction should be 
continued, and that a Receiver is necessary to 
preserve the property of the corporation within 
the jurisdiction of this court, for its creditors and 
stockholders, until the final decree in the action, 
or in the action in the Circuit Court of the United 
States, in aid of which it would appear that this 
action was brought, or until its dissolution may 
be decreed by the Courts of Connecticut.

Some of the companies have issued the whole 
number of shares authorized ; others have issued 
over a hundred thousand dollars worth of stock 
per mile of single track laid. ; Nearly all of them 
have funded debts secured by mortgage upon their 
depots, cars, horses and rails. It is estimated that 
the actual outlay in building and equiping the 
eighteen roads was about two millions of dollars, 
This includes an investment of about three hund- 
red thousand dollars in cars, mostly built within 
the limits of the city, and about a half a million 
dollars in depots and other real estate, out of 
which both land speculators and mechanics have 
made good profits. The advantages accruing to 
the general benefit from the development of this 
system may be briefly enumerated as follows :— 
The quickest, cheapest and most agreeable facili- 
ties of travel to all parts of the city ; the surpris- 
ing increase of the value of property upon the 
outskirts, now easy of access at all hours of the 
day and evening ; the spreading of the laboring 
population to the suburbs and the consequent 
rapid extension of the city ; the opening of new 
branches of occupation by the necessity created 
for conductors and drivers, and the building of 
cars; and lastly, the creation of an extensive and 
profitable investment for capital, the stock of some 
of these lines of railway being eagerly sought as 
safe and lucrative. But we should also take into 
consideration the fact that the success of our own 
railway system has stimulated a demand for Phil- 
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beenj called upon to introduce city 
passenger railways in Baltimore; Pittsburg, Cin- 
cinnati, St. Louis, New Orleans and other Ameri- 
can cities, and Philadelphia cars and other equip- 
ments for the roads are in demand, It will be 
seen, therefore, that while ministering to our own 
convenience and improvement, the local railway 
system has contributed rather largely to the ex- 
tension of our reputation and influence through- 
out the nation.— Phila, Com. List. 





Columbus, San Antonio, and Rio Grande 
Railroad. 

Among the recent arrivals, we notice that of 
Mr, Bentury D. Hasgxt, late chief engineer and 
general superintendent of the New Orleans, Jack- 
son and Great Northern railroad. 

Mr, Hasell we understaad, leaves in a few days 
for Houston and Columbus, Texas, to enter upon 
his new duties as chief engineer of the Columbus, 
San Antonio and Rio Grande Railroad—the sur- 
veys and location of which will be commenced 
immediately, or as soon as the corps of engineers 
is organized. 

In accepting this appointment, Mr. Hasell has 
declined four important positions that have been 
tendered him during the present summer—among 
which was the charge of the Memphis and Ohio 
railroad as their chief engineer and general 
superinéendent, and the superintendency of the 
Alabama and Tennessee river railroad. 

The city of New Orleans is deeply interested in 
the extension and progress of these east and west 
roads in Texas; the final completion of which 
will enhance the value of our property and in- 
crease our business to an enormous extent; and 
when we take into consideration the vast extent 
of territory and railroad connections that this 
road will include, its immediate importance, not 
only to New Orleans but to all roads diverging 
from, and in which our city is interested, can 
hardly be over estimated.. 

Such officers as Mr. A. M. Gentry, former by M. 
C., as president, and Mr, Hasell as chief engineer, 
will insure success to any enterprise to which 
they will devote their energy. 

When this route is completed it will bring San 
Antosio within 560 miles of New Orleans. Start- 
ing from New Orleans over the New Orleans, 
Opelousas and Great Western railroad, and run- 
ning west 125 miles to New Iberia, then con- 
necting with the Texas and New Orlears railroad 
to Houston, a distance of 222 miles, when it will 
connect with the Buffalo Bayou Brozos and Colo- 
rado railroad to Columbus, a distance of 80 miles. 
At Columbus the connection is made with the Co- 
lumbus, San Antonio and Rio Grande railroad, 
running through Gonzales to San Antonio, a dis- 
tance of about 125 miles, and then westwardly to 
the Pacific ocean. These roads combined will 
form a grand trupk line of uniform gauge, con- 
necting the interior and western portion of Texas 
with New Orleans and the entire railroad system 
of the United States, and will no less certainly be 
a portion of the main stem of the great Pacific 
railroad, and particularly do we come to this con- 
clusion, when within two years private enterprise 
alone will complete the work from New Orleans 
to San Antonio, more than one third of the dis- 
tance from that point to the Pacific ocean. 

The advantages of the soil and climate of Texas 
are too well known to render it worth while to 
dwell upon them here. Her products are cotton, 
of the finest quality, with land adapted to its cul- 
tivation capable of yielding more than the entire 
crop of the United States (say 4,500,000 bales ;) 
also, sugar, tobacco, and all varieties of cereals 
anywhere grown on the American continent. 
Nearly all sections of the state are well adapted 
to raising stock, and the western portions of it 
particularly adapted to sheep and the cultivation 
of wool superior as that of Australia. The salu- 
brity of the climate of Texas, qualifies it pre-em- 
inently as a sanitarian ‘to the invalid, More than 
all this, we feel the necessity of the Pacific road, 
and of this route in particular, as bringing to our 
own city and our own doors the traffic and trade 
of the vast west, whereby New Orleans, her inter 
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ests and her roads will be benefitted beyond cal- 
culation. 

Our prominent citizens will be glad to learn 
that Mr. Hasell has identified himself with this 
work, and will wait with interest to read the re- 
port giving the result of his labors this coming 
winter.—New Orleans True Delta, Oct, 28. 





Copper Mines of Lake Superior. 

The Lake Superior Miner gives the September 
product of the Minnesota Copper Mine as 21034 
tons; of the Nation, 8044 ; and of the Rockland, 
60 tons. The Miner says : 


At the Minnesota, great as have been her 
achievements for the past few months, her future 
still brightens, Longer strings of masses and more 
of them than have heretofore been recounted to 
jealous readers still appear in various portions of 
the mine, so that the expression, “what a world 
of copper,” coming from the lips of first beholders, 
greets one in many a slope and level of this now 
mammoth concern. Perhaps it may be safely said 
that the most general diffusion of Copper is to be 
found in the western part of the mine, but the 
heaviest masses now exposed are in the more cen- 
tral and easterly portions of the mine.” 

At the Rockland, the mine has improved great- 
ly; 80 tons of a large mass have been exposed 
since the September count.. The National product 
is only kept. down to 80 tons by the lake of suf- 
ficient stamps ; 12 additional heads are to be im- 
mediately created. The veins of all three com- 
panies are richer than ever. In September the 
Copper Falls stamped 1,953 tons of rock ; with the 
new machinery it will stamp 3,000 tons per month. 
The Ash-bed continues to yield 1 1-10 per cent. of 
pure metal. The Toltec is described as really im- 
proving ; in one of the shafts a four-feet vein has 
been exposed, well charged with copper. At the 
Petherick, the ash-bed developments are encour- 
aging; next Summer the calculation is to have 
rock enough and machinery enough to stamp 1,200 
tons per month, 

The Superior is noted as likely to pay its mining 
expenses this Winter; it is looking quite well. 
The Mining Gazette has a full and very com- 
plimentary account of the Albany and Boston, the 
gist of which is that all the work is done in the 
most thorough and judicious manner, and that 
there is ‘‘a rich, well defined vein, 244 feet wide 
overlying the great conglomerate belt which runs 
parallel 275 feet westward.’ The Franklin has a 
very large accumulation of copper bearing rock on 
the surface. The stamps if we understand the 
description, would begin to work by January. 





Boston and Maine Railroad. 
The following paragraph, from the Newburyport 
Herald, concerning this well managed road, we 
believe to be true to the letter : 


During the past season the Boston and Maine 
Railroad Company have entirely relaid their track 
from this city to Danvers, supplying new rails 
where it was necessary, and putting down upward 
of ten thousand new sleepers. The depots have 
been put in good repair, and nothing essential for 
the comfort and convenience of passengers has 
been overlooked. The accommodating spirit and 
liberal policy pursued toward the residents along 
this line of road, which has ever characterized the 
Officers of this corporation, has made it one of the 
best paying roads in New England, and certainly 
one of the best managed. 

The gentlemanly superintendent, Mr. Wint1aM 
Merrirr, has been distinguished for the great 
Care and vigilance which he has always exercised 
for the safety of the traveling pubic, Every rail, 
bridge and culvert upon the entire route is daily 
examined by the section hands. Any reckless- 
hess or lack of vigilance on the part of any em- 
ployee is sure to be followed by an immediate dis- 
charge, and consequently an accident upon this 
Toad is of very rare occurrence. When we take 
into Consideration the innumerable trains laden 
with human freight which are continually passing 
and repassing upon this route, without accident or 


injury, it speaks louder than any comments of ours 
of its superior management, 





Galvanizing Iron. 

For the presevation of iron, various methods 
have been devised, namely, those which protect 
iron mechanically, by covering it with a coating 
not acted on by, and impervious to, the deterioat- 
ing principle, and those which protect iron 
chemically, by producing a change in its electric 
or electropolar condition with respect to the cor- 
roding agents. Any metal electro-positive to 
iron will answer for such a protector, but zinc is 
the only one known that can be practically used 
in the electro chemical preservation of iron. The 
process through which it passes is known by the 
name of “ galvanizing ;”” and the modus operands 
as shown at one of the largest establishments in 
the United States is as follows :— 


Two kinds of iron are used, viz:—Pig iron, 
which is puddled and then rolled into bars and 
sheets for the use of stove-making, &c., and 
blooms, (technically called,) for galvanizing. 
These blooms come in square blocks about 4 
inches wide by 12 inches long, of solid charcoal 
iron. These blocks are heated and rolled into 
bars (by a steam engine of 125 horse power) of 
about 244 inches wide. They are then cut into 
lengths by a powerful cutting machine, each 
length being the width of the sheet intended to be 
rolled, the ordinary thickness being about five- 
eighths of an inch; this, however, varies. These 
blocks are then passed over to the other side of 
the mill, and are then ready for rolling into 
sheets. 

The first process is placing them into an oven, 
heating them almost to a white heat. Two, 
three, or four blocks, according to the thickness 
required, are then taken to the first rolling ma- 
chine, operated on by two men; the first passing 
the iron through the rollers, which is caught by 
means of tongs by the other, and so on through 
the whole. The first man then, by means of two 
levers, screws the rollers a little tighter, and the 
iron passes out as before; and so it is passed 
backwards and forwards until from 24g inches 
wide it becomes nearly 24 feet. By this time it 
is getting cool, and is again sent to the oven. 
When it is sufficiently hot, it is handed over (as be- 
fore) to another set of rollers. The same process 
is gone through, with this difference, that instead 
of passing each separately, the two three or four 
plates are placed one over the other and rolled 
together. Sometimes one rolling is sufficient, 
but at others they have to be again heated and 
rolled. After this process they are ready for the 
cutting machine to take of the jagged edges, and 
make them of equal lengths; from thence the 
sheets are taken to the galvanizing works. When 
they arrive, they are first treated to a bath of 
sulphuric acid; after that they are thorougly 
washed in clean water, rubbed dry and examined. 
They are then immersed in a bath of nitric acid, 
from which they pass, by means of a car and rails, 
into the oven, where they are dried perfectly, 
and taken to the zinc bath. Here they get a 
coating of zinc a trifle thicker than the tin on tin 
plates, the zinc being heated toa state of solution, 
After being taken out of this bath and cooled, 
they are rubbed with cloths, for the purpose of 
removing the dirt, and again thoroughly exam- 
ined, to see that the zinc coating is pefect. The 
iron is then packed in bundles and marked, fit 
for use, and will stand salt water or any kind of 
weather without rust, 

The establishment where the above operations 
are carried on, have also machinery for galvaniz- 
ing telegraph wire, of which they can turn out 
twenty miles a day ; and we believe they are the 
only firm in this country who have the facilities 
of doing this kind of work to any extent, 

The iron wire having been subject to the pre- 
vious processes, is passed through the zinc bath 
as it comes from the reel, and ascends to the up- 








per part of the building, where it is wound on an- 
other reel moved by steam power. 


Duties on Railroad Iron. 
United States Circuit Court, Nov. 2,. before 
Justice Nelson. Ira Bliss agt. H. J. Redfield; 
Same agt. Aug. Schell; Septimus Crooks agt. 
Greene C. Bronson, Same agt. H. J. Redfield. 


These were actions brought to recover an ex- 
cess of duty paid on Railroad iron imported: to 
the port of New-York from Cardiff and Newport, 
Wales, via Liverpool and London. 

It appeared in evidence that the appraisers at 
the Custom House, under instructions from the 
Secretary of the Treasury, added to the market 
value of all railroad iron coming from Wales by 
way of Liverpool and London, 7s. 6d, sterling per 
ton, as freights or cost of transporting the iron 
from Wales to Liverpool or London, to make up 
the dutiable value at London, at the period of the 
exportation. 





bought and sold at a price free on board in 
Wales, and is always as a rule, so quoted in the 
circulars and prices current of Great Britain. 

It further appeared that the iron in question 
was shipped at Cardiff or Newport, in Wales, for 
Liverpool or London, it was, in fact, destined to 
New York, and only went by way of Liverpool or 
London, as a matter of convenience to the impor- 
ter, on account of the want of vessels at Cardiff 
or Newport bound for New York: 

Neuson, C. J., held that the addition of the 
7s. 6d. per ton freight was illegal ; that the sea 
freight is not a dutiable charge, and the Govern- 
ment cannot now set up as a justification that the 
addition was to make market value at Liverpool 
and London, on the ground that those are the 
principal markets, because the evidence shows 
that Cardiff and Newport, in Wales, are the prin- 
cipal markets of Great Britain for railroad iron, 
and the fact that the iron-makers have their offi- 
ces in Liverpool and London, and negotiate there, 
sales there, does not make those places the prin- 
cipal markets, when it appears that there sales 
are always made at a price free on board in 
Wales. 

Verdict for plaintiff. 





Buffalo, Bradford and Pittsburg Railroad. 

We learn that the entire line of the Buffalo, 
Bradford and Pittsburg Railroad, from its junction 
with the New York and Erie Railroad to the Coal 
Fields of McKean county, Pa., is being put in 
readiness for the iron, and that the contractors, 
Messrs, Jonny 8.Kine and Epwarp L. Lex, are push- 
ing forward their work in the expectation of hav- 
ing this portion of road opened for traffic by the 
first of December. By the time that Winter has 
fairly established his rigorous rule, if nothing hap- 
pens to disappoint present anticipations, our citi- 
zens may look for the introduction of the Tunnung- 
want coal into this market. 

When so much has been accomplished, with the 
stimulus that has been re-imparted to enterprise 
this year by the astonishing revival of business 
and trade in all departments, it seems reasonable 
to expect rapid progress Hereafter in the work of 
completing the long talked of direct connection, 
by railroad, between Buffalo and the coal regions 
of Pennsylvania. Following that, in thene 
order of events, must begin a new era in the his- 
tory of Buffalo—the era of manufacturing great- 
ness. More than ever does this appear the logical 
sequence of that event, since the fundamental en- 
terprises which have been inaugurated during the 
past year, The prospect lends great significance 
to the event which we announce, ‘and we cannot 
but congratulate our citizens upon its near ap- 
proach. 

The rails for the line of road which is near com- 
pletion are from the “‘ Bay State Iron Co.’s Works,” 
and are being delivered via Piermont and the N. 
Y. & Erie Road.—This company have adopted the 
chair know as ‘* Ransford’s Patent,” of Troy. The 
peculiarity of this invention is the jaw rising on 
the outside of the chair to a level with the top of 
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the rail, transferring, in part, the bearing of the 
wheel at the joints, and securing in effect the action 
of a continuous rail, The preservation of the rails 
at the joints is fully attained by this invention.— 





Express. 
Cape Cod Canal. 

The survey of the proposed route of the Cape 
Cod Canal, extending from Buzzard’s Bay to Cape 
Cod Bay, and designed to avoid the somewhat 
dangerous navigation around the Cape, has been 
executed by the engineers of the U. 8, Coast Sur- 
vey. It is expected that the Commissioners who 
have this work in charge, will, after the receipt of 
the data from the officers who have been thus 
employed, shortly report upon this subject. 

From a conversation with one of the gentlemen 
engaged in the service, we infer that so far as the 
land work is concerned—that is, the adaption of 
the valley through which the proposed canal is 
expected to run, to the purpose—there is no diffi- 
culty whatever. This valley, about eight miles in 
' length, from shore to shore, rises but slightly from 
the sea level and is watered by natural streams 
throughout its entire length, while the character 
of the soil in the vicinity is peculiarly favorable. 
The great difficulty, if any exists in the enterprise, 
is to be found in the necessity of the construction 
of an artificial harbor at the Cape Cod Bay termi- 
nus of the route. It will, probably, be necessary 
to erect here a breakwater, as a harbor to incom- 
ing and outgoing vessels, in case of bad weather. 
The cost of this will be a subject of consideration. 
Should the saving of property be deemed sufficient 
to warrant the expense, the canal will probably be 
constructed.— Transcript, 





Railways in Switzerland. 
The Price Current gives the following, relating 
to the Swiss Railways : 


“Railway system of Switzerland is making 
rapid progress. It already furnishes an almost 
unbroken connection between all the most con- 
siderable towns of the confederacy, and bids fair 
soon to scale the gigantic barrier of the Alps, and 
to form a junction with the roads which in various 
directions cross the great Lombard plain and 
penetrate the mountain regions of Piedmont on 
the west and south. The Swiss Central Railway, 
leading from Basil towards Berne, after piercing 
the mountain wall of the Hauenstien, by a tunnel 
twenty-seven hundred yards in length, branches 
or falls into other roads, which run in every di- 
rection. From Olten a line runs north-east to 
Badin, Zurich, St. Gall, and doubling,the moun. 
tain cape, at the entrance of the Rhine into Lake 
Constance, it ascends for the most part the left 
bank of that river to Chur in the Grisons, From 
Aarburg another line runs to Lucerne. A third, 
from Herzogenbuchsee, by Solothurn, Neuchatel, 
Yoerdon and Lausanne, extends to Gepeva, hay- 
ing only a small link yet incomplete along the 
lake of Bienne; and yet a fourth from the same 
point to Berne and Thun. Here the last named 
line strikes the stupendous mountain range of the 
Bernese Oberland, The Jungfrau, Eigher, Monch, 
Schreckhorn and Finster-Aarhown will hardly per- 
mit their untrodden snows, during the present 
century, to be trampled by the hoofs of the iron 
horse. A road is in progress from Berne to Lau- 
sanne, by the way of Freiburg, and on the first of 
the present month was opened as far as the latter 
city, Another, passing from Lausanne around 
the eastern end of Lake Geneva, will soon connect 
the city of Geneva with the so-called Italian line 
in the Vallais, This latter railway extends from 

he eastern end of the lake up the valley of the 

hone. During the present season it has been 
completed as far as Sion. From this point, the 
capital of the Canton, it is to be carried to Brieg, 
and is destined, I believe, to scale the Alps by 
the great Simplon pass. A line across the Alps is 
also in contemplation further east by some one of 
the Grison passes; and I have recently read an 
article, in one of the Swiss journals, warmly de- 
fending the claims of the Lukmanier route by the 
valleys of the Vorder, Rhine and Medels, which 
Was surveyed some years since, 
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_._ In my last I gave some account of my visit to 

the field of. Morgarten. In this I must transport 
myself to the Canton of Berne. The approaching 
evening of one of the last days of June found me 
seated in the railway train, on the line between 
Herzogenbuchsee and Berne. Two years since, 
on this line, the passengers were obliged to alight 
some two miles north of the city, to which they 
were conveyed by omnibuses. At present, as 
above stated, the line is finished to Thun. Pass- 
ing the former terminus, the road crosses the 
Aarby a bridge suspended at a fearful height 
above the river-bed, and reeches the elevated 
peninsula, upon which the town is built, in the 
rear or western extremity of the city. Here I 
found a magnificent depot, corresponding in the 
solidity of its structure, with the well known mas- 
sive architecture of Berne.”

Share and Money Market. 

There has been some improvement in the share 
market during the week, though the tendency at 
the close of itis downward, The election has taken 
place, and with it a potent element of disturbance 
isremoved. But the effect remains to be devel- 
oped, and till this is more fully seen, any consid- 
erable advance cannot be reasonably expected. 
In the mean time the traffic of our railroads is ex- 
cellent, and must continue so through the winter, 
so that whatever may be the prices of shares, 
they are steadily increasing in intrinsic value, 

The only cloud hanging over the market is a 
political one. We shall soon see whether this is 
to expand or fade away. We referred to that sub- 
ject somewhat fully last week. The subject is an 
interesting one, both as regards business matters 
and as illustrative of the character of our institu- 
tions. 





Nashville and North-western Rallroad. 

The progress of the work on this road, the 
Nashville Patriot says, gives promise of its early 
completion, State bonds amounting to $175,000, 
have been issued to the company for the 
Western Division, showing 1714 miles eastward 
from the last terminal point of the work ready for 
iron, We have late information that the grading 
is done to a point three miles east of Huntingdon, 
making, in all, about 70 miles completed on the 
Western Division. The work cn the Eu:stern is 
more difficult than that on the Western Division, 
, but it is progressing with satisfactory vigor. The 
track-laying on this Division has reached a point 
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stopped soon for want of iron, As soon as navi- 
gation opens, the iron will be brought up, the 
work will be resumed, and the track will soon be 
completed to Kingston’s Springs, a distance of 24 
miles. The grading beyond that point is being 
pushed forward, and will be ready, we are told, 
for the track-layers to the Tennessee River by next 
summer.

During the past year sixteen miles of track have 
been laid, and the graduation, bridging, trestling, 
etc., of that portion of the route completed, and 
likewise that portion of the route between where 
the track terminates and Garner’s Station, very 
nearly completed in its graduation, etc. ; 

In a few days track-laying is to be recommenced 
and continued without further interruption to 
Garner’s Depot, about eleven miles from Grenada, 
ihe terminus of the road. 

On this eleven miles of route, over fifty thou 
sand dollars of work has been done in the way of 
graduation, bridging, etc., and we can see no rea- 
sonable impediment in the way of its being com- 
pleted within the contract time, that is, the first of 
March, 1861. 

The entire amount of estimates returned by the 
Chief Engineer for work done, and iron, etc., pur- 
chased during the year, aggregates $195,667 42. 

These expenditures, with the heavy floating 
debt of the company—at its last annual meeting 
amounting to $319,518 06—and the amount paid 
for additional rolling stock, has kept the company 
always hard pressed for money. But owing to 
heavy receipts from freight and passenger service, 
and an utsullied credit, the progress of the work 
has not been sensibly retarded, 

It was mentioned in the last annual report that 
the Company owned only $150,000 of their first 
mortgage bonds, and that these were deposited 
with certain South Carolina banks as collateral 
security for a loan of one hundred thousand dol- 
lars. These bonds were taken by the banks in 
payment of the company’s indebtedness to them 
—they having the option, at their prevailing mar- 
ket rates. 

There has likewise been sold, absolutely, $88,- 
500 and engaged $50,000 of the income bonds. 












The floating debt of the company has been re- 
duced from $319,518 06 to $241,731 76. This re- 
duction has been caused by the sale of bonds and 
from the receipts of the road. ; 

The rolling stock owned by the company con- 
sists of 7 locomotives, 6 passenger cars, 1 baggage 
and express car, 2 mail cars, 87 box freight cars, 
68 platform cars, 10 band cars, 8 dump cars and 4 
rubble cars, Four new locomotives have been 
ordered from the Taunton Locomotive Manufac- 
turing Company.
